2. From D1 . in particular figure 1 and corresponding description, a device according 
to claim 1 IS known, comprising a first pipe (10a). a first set of stationary blades 
(12) designed to rotate the feed and a second pipe (10c) comprising a second set 
of blades (16) designed to stop the rotation (see column 2, lines 39-44). As the 
reference to a process cannot characterize a device, D1 describes all the features 
relating to an apparatus of claim 1 . 

The same objection is valid considering D2, see figures 1-2 and corresponding 
descnption. disclosing first (3) and second (12) sets of blades in pipes (2) and (5) 
or D3. see figure 2. describing a pipe assembly having blades (33) and (35). 

For lack of novelty claim 1 does not meet the requirements of Article 33(2) PCT. 

i. The characterizing features of the dependant claims are either known from the 
cited documents or represent obvious alternatives (Article 33(3) PCT).
